INVASION OF RUSSIA 


HAS SLOWED DOWN. 

New York, February 28.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Germany’s invasion of 
Russia has slowed down. During the 
last 24 hours there have been no re- 
ports showing that the Teutons were 
sweeping ahead with the power shown 
in the early days of the advange to- 
ward Petrograd and there are indica- 
tions that the movement has lost some 
of its momentum.

DROP IN TEMPERATURE. 
PROMISED FOR TODAY 


Slight Rainfall Possible This 
Afternoon, According to 
Forecaster. 


A little rain, possibly this afternoon, 
followed by a drop of about twenty 
degrees in temperature, is what the 
official forecaster promises for At- 
lanta and Georgia today. 

The exceedingly high temperature of 
Thursday was the highest that Atlanta 
has ever experienced at this date with 
one exception. The thermometer stood 


at 73 a little after noon, which was 
the maxim and that marked the 
highest point for February next to that 
of 78 degrees which was registered 
here on February 18, 1891.

WRECKS ROME PLANT 


Was Engaged in Making Gun- 
cotton for the Government.

Rome, Ga, February 28.—(Special.) 
A terrific explosion occurfed in the 
plant of the Rome Bleachery compeny, 
engaged in the manufacture of gun- 
cotton for the government, tonight 
when a “kier,” the machine used in 
the preparation of the explosive, blew 


of the building and hurling itself @# 
far as 200 Broad street, several hun- 
dred feet away. 

Although a number of people were 
engaged at work in the plant at the 
time, some of them in close proximity 
to the ill-fated “kier,” by marvelous 
xood fortune no one was injured, nei- 
ther was anyone hurt by the fall of the 
machinéry: and debris in the street, 
which was practically deserted at the 
time of the explosion. Too great pres- 
sure upon the “kier”’ was assigned by 
officials of the plant as the cause, of 
the accident. 

Both Day Superintendent Hurd Knox 
and Night Superintendent J. C. De- 
Loache, who have had extensive expe- 
rience with this kind of. machinery, 
were in agreement tonight that they 
had never known an explesion of this 
kind to occur unless the ‘“kier’ had 
been tampered with.

At the same time there came from 
Washington announcement that con- 
@ress had been asked by the federal 
trade commission, at the instance of 
Mr. Heney, to enact speedy legisla- 
tion to legalize the opening of the pri- 
vate and. confidential files of the pack- 
ers, which the government investi- 
gators say they believe contain docu- 
ments tending to show plans to take 
control of-the meat industry.

Determination of the authority over 
the papers ‘which Mr. Heney charges 
tend to prove the intent to commit a 
felony through collusive bidding by 
the packers on government meat con- 
tracts, now rests with the United 
States circuit court of appeals here on 
an appeal from a decision of Judge 
Landis that the Veeder vaults were le- 
gally opened under a search warrant. 
Argument on the appeal was set for 
tomorrow, but now is expected to be 
continued for a least.a day. 

At one point, today the hearing re- 
verted to congressional action in 1916 
on a proposed federal investigation of 
the packing house industry. In one 
letter read into the record O. G. Claf- 
in, Jr., a lawyer of Kansas City, Kas., 
acknowledged receipt of information 
from Thomas Creigh, of Chicago, rela- 
tive to Congressman Dudley Doolittle, 
of the Fourth Kansas district.

Declares Packers Would 
Find Operation of Shorter 
Working Day Would Be 
Profitable Change. 


_Chicago, February 28.—Samuel 
- Gompere president of the American 
Federation of Labor, made a stirring 
gppeal today in behalf of an cight- 
hour day for employees in the meat 
packing industry at the stock yards 
wage arbitration. He appeared as a 
witness for the employees and his tes- 
timony was eagerly listened to by 
“Mother” Mary Jones, an organizer of 
the United Mine Workers, and several 
hundred other representatives or or- 
ganized labor from all sections of the 
country. 

After tracing the history of the fight 
for a shorter working day from its 
beginning he read from 4 number of 
reports and quoted various large em- 
ployers of labor to substantiate his 
contention that the eight-hour day in 
active operation had proved profitable 
to the employer and highly beneficial 
to the men. 

In defining the attitude ofwrganized 
labor toward the war the witness said: 

“Labor will make every sacrifice for 


the successful prosecution of the war, 

but it will mot make any sacrifice for 

private profiteering during the war. 
Reasouse for S8-Hour Day. 


“Tl advocate the eight-hour day on the 
ground of economy, health and 
morals,” he said. “Men should only be 
required to work overtime in time of 
the greatest emergency or for,the pro- 
tection of life and property. }Thet is 
why we demand time and a half for 
overtime and double pay for holidays. 
We think this penalty of added ex- 
pense prevents the employer from ask- 
ing their men to work overtime except 
when it is really necessary.” 

Mr. Gompers declared that the sa- 
loon in the “back of the yards” dis- 
trict was an argument in favor of the 
shorter work day and higher wages 
and that if these demands are granted 
the money spent by stock yards em- 
ployees in these places will material- 
ly decrease. 

He ridiculed the contention of wit- 
nesses for the packers that shorter 
hours and higher wages might in- 
crease saloon receipts. Experience in 
other industrial centers had proved 
the reverse, he said. . 

“It is the long hours with low 
wages that drive the men to drink,” 
Mr. Gompers said. “This is shown to 
be an economic truth. The fairly well 
paid workman who is hot required to 
work more than eight hours a day 
finds more pleasure and comfort at 
home or a theater than he does in go- 
ing to the saloon.”’ 

Mr. Gompers said he was present 
when John Fitzpatrick, president of 
the Chitago Federation of bor, pre- 
sented the demands of the stock yards 
employees to President Wilson at 
Washington,: previous to the agree- 
ment to arbitrate the dispute, and re- 
membered Mr. Fitzpatrick stating that 
there was no shortage of packing 
plant labor and that if necessary< the 
men would work “naked and without 
pay” to meet the government’s war 
needs. ‘ 
* At the close of his testimeny Judge 
Alschuler, the arbitrator, stated the 
argument of the packers that it is im- 
practicable to install three eight-hour 
shifts in the large plants and two 
eight-hour gangs in the small houses 
and meet the government’s war de- 
mands without making extensive plant 
alterations requiring two years’ time 
to complete, and asked if Mr. Gompers 
had any concrete suggestions regard- 
ing the practical application of the 
shorter day basis in the present emer- 
gency. 

The witness said he had little tech- 
nical knowledge of the details of the 

acking industry, but added he be- 
lieved it could be worked out if there 
was a real desire on the part of the 
packers to do it. 


Will Help Win the War. 


“IT would not ask you, Mr. Arbitra- 
tor, to find for the eight-hour day in 
this dispute if I thought for a moment 
that it would hamper, hinder or inter- 
fere in any way. with the winning of 
this war by a single day,” said. Mr. 
Gompers. “I know it is physically im- 
possible to decrease the production by 
shortenin the hours of the basic 
working day. The eight-hour day will 
help win the war by increasing pro- 
duction and mobilizing the good will 
of the working men of America. Heav- 
en knows this needs to be done.

Albany Firemen Unable 
To Extinguish Fire 
In Fertilizer Plant 


Albany, Ga., February 28.—(Special.) 
Fifteen hundred tons of ammoniated 
base and nitrate of soda in the Albany 
plant: of the Virginia-Carolina Chemi- 
cal company is still burning tonight, 
after having been ablaze for more than 
twenty-four hours. Water makes the 
fire worse, acids that smother ordi- 
nary fires have no effect on this blaze, 
and there seems to be no alternative 
but to let it burn itself out. The huge 
building in which the fire ig burning 
has not been ignited, the smouldering 
fire sending forth an inferno of gas, 
but comparatively little heat: It is 
impossible to enter the building with- 
out a gas mask or even to approach 
very near it. d 

Spontaneous combustion is held re- 
sponsible for the fire, which the fire 
department is powerless to cope with, 
though keeping a Te watch on the 
buildings. The fifteen hundred tons of 
ammonia and nitrate of soda have a 
value of about fifty dollars a ton. There 
will be a good deal of salvage from 


the burned heap, though its value can- 
not now be determined. 


HUMBERT ASKS HEARING 
ON FUNDS IN NEW YORK 


Paris, February 28.—Senator Chartes 
Humbert, owner of The Journal, who was 
arrested last week in connection with 
the investigation of German propagan- 
da in France, has written to Captain 
Bouchardon, of the Paris military court, 
a letter saying that he has been placed 
‘in a false light by the cabled dis- 
patches from New York regarding funds 
on deposit to his credit with J..P. Mor- 
gan & Co. (An investigation made at 
the request of the French government 
by Attorney General Lewis, of New 
York state, showed that Senator Hum- 
bert had cash and bonds to the value 
of $324,000 to his credit.) The senator 
asked a hearing on this subject, en- 
gaging to produce complete documen- 
tary proofs of his assertions. 

Part of the money in question, he 
writes, came from his personal fortune. 
being deposited in August, 1915, for 
the purpose of purchasing print paper 
for The Journal. Another account wa 
opened with the Central Bank of Nor- 
way for the same purpose. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he says, no paper was 
bought in America, better termS8 havi 
been obtained in Norway. The remaile 
der of the money, consisting of $170,000 
placed to his credit by Bola Pasha, re- 
cently sentenced to death for treason, 
was paid over, the senator asserts, to 
enable him to reimburse Madame Le- 
noir. 


Pierre Lenoir, a Parisian capitalist, 
with M. Desouches, bought The Journal 
in 1915 for 10,000,000 francs and later 
sold it to Senator Humbert. This mon- 
ey was believed to have come from a 
German source, and M. Lenoir wes ar- 
rested last October charged with trad- 
ing with the enemy. Previous dis- 
patches concerning t umbert case 
have mentioned no payment by the sen- 
ator to Madame Lenoir.

Amsterdam, February 28.—In Tues- 
day’s debate on, Char ellor von Hert- 
ling’s speech in the German reichstag, 
socialist, took 
the emperor to task for his reply to 
the address of the burgomaster of 
Hamburg, in which the emperor said: 
“We desire to live in friendship with 
neighboring peoples, but victory for 
the German arms must first be recog- 


nized.”’ 

“We 
Herr Scheidemann, 
which it was said the world must 
first recognize us. as victorious. . Not 
for a long time have we read any- 
thing the tone of which was so dis- 
pleasing and the contents s0 unpolitic. 
Perhaps it is to the point to recall 
that all parties, including the consery- 
atives, in November, 1908, recommend- 
in that 
quarter. In times when there is talk 
of peace, words from an authoritative 
source should be very carefully weigh- 
ed. A great part of the people whom 
we represent do not share the views 
uttered in that speech, but, on 
the other hand, energetically repudi- 
ate them.” 

Herr Scheidemann declared that at- 
tempts to conclude a peace on the 
west such as that with Russia would 
prove a trial of strength dangerous 
for Germany. The world would go. to 
sleép with rifles in hands, Bolshevik 
dreams would .be realized and world 
revolution arrive. “Our military ad- 
vance against Russia evoked vexation 
in Austria-Hungary, the majvrity of 
whose people are quite openly hostile 
to us,” he declared.

City council will.be asked to abolish 
the city stockade and to convert the 
concrete building on the .property into

Washington, February 28.—An over- 
whelming vote in favor of a resolu- 
tion warning German business men 
that an economic combination will be 
formed against Germany after the war

It’s the answers We are 
interested in, because we know how 
those letters in the familiar hand-writ- 
ing are going to help win the battle.”
